The election be- 
ing over, a summons is at once sent 
to the prefect of ceremonies, who 
speedily enters the chapel, bearing the 
fisherman’s ring. 
How New Pope Is Installed. 

An interval then occurs in which 
the canopies are removed from the 
stalls of all the cardinals except that 
of the newly-elected pope, and his 
holiness retires to robe himself in the 
pontifical vestments. On his return 
the fisherman’s ring is placed on his 
finger by the Cardinal Camerlingo and 
the new vicar of Christ gives hia 
first solemn benediction to the mem 
bers of the sacred college from the 
steps of the altar. Then, taking his 
seat on the sedia gestatoria, the pope 
receives the homage of their eminences 
and communicates the names which it 
is his pleasure to assume as pontiff. 

Next, the first cardinal deacon 
takes the oath of obedience, and has · 
tening to the grand loggia, or bal- 
cony of St. Peter’s looking on to the 
great piazza, announces to the expect- 


unt multitude the election of the pope, 


using the formal words, consecrated 
by immemorial usage: I bring you 
tidings of great joy. We have a pope, 
the most high reverend Lord (here 
insert Christian and surname of new. 
pope), who has taken upon himself 
the name of (Pius X. or Lee XIV., or 
whatever name he should select.’’) 

The people then flock into St. Pe- 
ter’s to see the pope and receive his 
blessing, and it is a stirring scene 
which presents itself in the cathedral 
when the sovereign pontiff, clad in 
the richest vestments and wearing 
the triple tiara is borne aloft with 
all the princes of the church in his 
train, through the ranks of kneeling 
worshippers on whom, with uplifted 
finger, his holiness bestows his pon- 
tifical benediction. The ceremony of 
the adoration by the cardinals then 
takes place and the pope, having put 
off his pontifical robes and assumed 
his ordinary white vestments, with 
the broad cardinal’s hat and scarlet 
hood, is carried on the sedia ges- 
tatoria, attended by an escort of the 
noble guard, to his new apartments 
in the vatican.

Bells Toll Alf Day. 

The bells of St. Peter’s and other 
churches in the city tolled throughout 
the day, and thousands outside the 
vatican ani at the churches prayed 
for the pope. 

The last moments of the’ pope's 
life were dramatic, but the actual end 
came peacefully. A few minutes be- 
fare 6 o' clock in the morning his holi- 
ness was aroused from the state of 
coma into which he had been sink- 
ing during the night, and inquired 
what time it was. He was informed 
that it was nearly 6 o'clock, und re- 
quested, apparently in delirium, that 
he be dressed for the 5 
which Cardinal Vigo had been asked 
io celebrate at the little chapel near 
the bedside. The mass had already 
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The first duty of the Cardinal 
h lain was to establish the 
death officially. Wearing the violet 
robes which the cardinals take on with 
the death of the pope, and surrounded 
by the candle bearers and priests of 
the holy apostolic chamber, Cardinal 
Gasparri was ushered inte the room. 

Just across the threshold he and his 
suite dropped to their knees and re- 
beate the prayers prescribed by the 
ritual. 

Then, arising and approaching the 
deathbed, the cardinal chamberlain 
slowly and gently removed the white 
veil covering the pontiff's face. Look 
ing straight into Benedict’s face the 
cardinal took the little silver mallet 
and slowly tapped three times on the 
forehead of the dead pope, each time 
calling out the baptismal name—‘“Gia- 
como! Giacomo! Giacomo!“ 

There being no response, the cardi- 
nal turned and said: “The pope is 
verily 7 of 

gnal Flashed. 

Then it was that the signal was 
flashed from St. Peter’s belfry and the 
official news of the death was tolled 
on the cathedral chimes. 

After this came the second great 
ceremony. The ring of St. Peter 
the “‘fisherman’s ring“ —was removed 
from the pope’s hand and handed to 
the cardinal chamberlain. At the same 
time the papal custodian of seals de- 
livered to the cardinal the seals of the 
pontiff. 


The commander of the Swiss guards, 
with a detachment of his men dressed 
in the red, yellow and green uniforms 
designed for them by Michael Angelo, 
then advanced to the threshold and 
swore allegiance to the cardinal cham- 
berlain as temporary custodian of pa- 
pal authority. 

Until a new pope is elected, Car- 
dinal Gasparri will not leave the vat- 
ican, residing in an apartment espe- 
cially prepared for him there. 

Guard of Honor. 

As Benedict lies in state in the 

throne room, there remains group- 


ed about him all the time peniten-| 


tiaries of St. Peter's, chanting the 
psalms, end a detachment of the na- 
ble guards, with the heads ot their 
halberds turned down, constitute the 
guard of honor. 

Only the more privileged persons 
were admitted to view the body at 
this time. 

From the famous bronze portals of 
the vatican all the way up to the 
monumental stairways to thé court of 
San Damasus large detachments of 
Swiss guards are on duty to prevent 
confusion and possible disorder. In 
the courtyard the pontifical gen- 
darmes were on duty, their jurisdic- 
tion extending to the consistory hall, 
where the palatine guards have charge. 

Simultaneously with the exposition 
of the body in the throne room there 
hegan in St. Peter's the nine-day 
funeral ceremonies or “Novemdiales,” 
which are the pope’s final tribute. 

Beginning with a solemn funeral 
mass, these ceremonies will increase 
in grandeur and solemnity every day 
until the ninth and last day, when 
they culminate in a final grand serv- 
ice in the sistine chapel in the pres- 
ence of the members of the . sac 
college and the highest dignitaries in 
the Catholic world. 

For these services an imposing een - 
otaph was being erected within the 
choir chapel of St. Peter's, and it is 
about this cenotaph that the daily 
funeral sérvices will be held for the 
next eight days. For the ninth day 
a monumental cenotaph will be pre- 
pared in the sistine chapel. 

Throughout the eight-day services in 
St. Peter's a thousand candles will 
be kept burning day ‘and night about 
the cenotaph.

On Alaskan Customs 


Outfits and snowshoes worn by the 
inhabitants of the “coldest part of the 
United States“ were exhibited by the 
Rev. Frederick B. Drane, archdeacon 
of the Yukon, at a lecture given by 
him at the Church of the Epiphany in 
Inman Park at 8 o'clock Sunday night. 
Archdeacon Drane accompanied the 
story of his six years in Alaska with 
stereopticon slides, showing various 
phases of the Yukon missions. 

Telling of climatic conditions where 
the mercury ranges as far below zero 
as it ranges above in Atlanta, the 
Rev. Mr. Drane interested his hearers 
for over an hour with incidents of 
Alaskan life. He demonstrated and 
explained the use of the fur parka 
worn by the Eskimo and various other 
articles of dress used by the dwellers 
in the frozen north.

Mr. Lamm did not go on a tour 
merely to drum up trade, however.

Raw ezg is just as readily digested 
as coeked egg, but we do not derive 
so much energy from the raw white 
as we do from the cooked white, be- 
cause something in the raw. egg in- 
terferes with the action of pepsin-and 
the dissolving of the white, and there- 
fore purt of the nutritive value is 
lost if we take eggs raw. This is no 
argument against the use of raw eggs 
in certain cases where forced feed- 
ing may be required, if the physician 
so prescribes. It is an argument 
against the indiscriminate use of raw 
eggs in place of cooked eggs or other 
food, and against the taking of raw 
eggs near the ordinary meal time, pro- 
vided one i: eating meals. course, 
ic is silly to imagine one can derive 
any valuable effect from raw eggs 
that is not as certainly derived from 
cooked eggs. 

When eggs and milk are taken 
mixed together the egg digegts as 
readily and as quickly as egg alone 
digests, and the milk digests a shade 
more quickly than when milk alone is 
taken, because the egg white tends to 
prevent the formation of too large 
curds—milk always must curdle in 
digestion. 

Meat is rather more readily di- 
gested by a weak stomach, as in the 
case of an invalid, than egg, because 
meat contains substances (extractives) 
which stimulate the secretion of gas- 
tric juice and the other digestive 
processes, and stimulate appetite; 
eggs contains no extractives. But for 
ordinary folk, eggs are meat as cer- 


tainly as fish or hot dog is meat. No’ 


family with a going hen in the ga- 
rage need toady socially to the butch- 
erman. This applies as well to a 
duck. in the cellar or a turkey in 
the orchard, both birds producing an 
article eggsactly as readily digested 
as the fruit of the hen. No meat, save

Orchardists are urged to take ad- 
vantage of the first suitable weath- 
er for this burning and clean-up 
work, as usuallv there are but few 
days during the winter months 
when this work can be n 
done. A sweeping fire that will 
burn the rubbish and undergrowth 
in woodlands and waste lands close 
to the givund is very necessary . 
order to N the curculios, an 
a time should be selected for this 
work after a N ‘period, so that 
the material will burn properly. Al- 
low the fire to burn two or three 
hudred yards back in all wood- 
lands and waste lands near peach 
orchards; and, if there are no ob- 
jections, let the fire sweep all the 
wav through such fands. 

Attention is called to the fact 
that the adult curculfos also hiber- 
nate in vegetation along fence rows, 
terrace rows, and under rubbish, 
pruning piles, ete. These should 
also be thoroughly cleaned Jt 
burned over before spring. It the 
orchard proper is not clean, it would 
probably be advisable to turn un- 
der the vegetation as soon as possi- 
ble, to destroy hibernating quarters 
near the trees. Burning in the 
orchard near trees ja not recom- 
mended, on account of possible tree 
Aamage from the fire. 

Growers are cautioned to have 
sufficient supervision and labor 
present during the burning to han- 
die the fire. The proper precau- 


tion should be taken to keep the 
fire from damaging telephone and 
telegraph poles, fences and fence 
posts, and all buildings.

Rome, January 22.—The vitality 
that enabled Pope Benedict XV. to 
resist death so long was the product 
of rigorous activity and plain living, 


according to attaches at the vatican 
who watched the pope in daily life. 

Summer and winter he arose at 6 
a. m., said mass in his private chapel, 
and then ate a frugal breakfast con- 
sisting of an egg beaten up in a cup 


of milk. 

Before 8 o'clock he was — at 
work, scanning articles in Catholic 
and Italian political newspapers, Al- 
though his secretaries aided in sort- 
ing the most interesting reading, the 
pope preferred to read at first hand.

At 9 o'clock the mail was brought 
in, and this occupied him until 10, 
when he received the cardinal sec- 
retary of state. 

At 10:30 o’clock private and public 
eaudiences were held, although these 
were limited in number, they usually 
lasted until midday, when Benedict

ay. 

This meal was eaten in solitude. It 
consisted of an Italian soup with 
cheese and macaroni, a course of meat, 
a couple of vegetables, and fruit, 
with a glass of French wine—never 
more. 

After this came recreation. Un- 
til 2:30 or 3 o’clock he walked brisk- 
ly in his private apartments or in the 
vatican gardens, going unattended 
and often pausing by the wall that 
looks on the Piazza del Resorgimento, 
Rome’s most modern neighborhood. 
Here he could be seen from all sides, 
watching the traffic with evident in- 


terest. . 
Back to Work. 


At 3 p. m. he went back to work, 
dealing with reports, instructions and 
correspondence until 6 o’clock. Then 
more audiences were held—of a close, 
intimate nature that were never re- 
ported in the official papal organ. 
It was at this hour that the pope 
received his cardinals, the higher of- 
ficials of the church court and very 
often Italians whose political or diplo- 
matie position in the secular govern- 
ment prevented them from visiting the 
vatican officially. 

At 8 o’clock th eaudiences closed, 
and the pope took his third meal, 
composed of eggs beaten in milk. Then 
he would go to work again, often un- 
til midnight. 


Gompers Opposes 
U. S. Participation 
In Genoa Parley 


Washington, January 22.—Presi- 
dent Samuel Gompers, of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, has fol- 
lowed up his recent attack on the pro- 
posal to have thé United States enter 
the world economic conference at 
Genoa, along with Russia, by an edi- 
torial in the forthcoming issue of The 
American Federationist, official organ 
of the federation, which declares that 
“no worse blunder could be made” 
than to send American delegates to 
Genoa. Acceptance of the invitation 
to join the conference by the United 
States, his editorial asserts, would be 
“a pronouncement that would go 
through the world that Lenine and 
Trotzky are to be recognized.” 

Can we hope to enter into a period 
of higher international relations by 
taking the hand of monsters who boast 
that they rule by terror and blood- 
shed?” Mr. Gompers asked. 

“To recognize the Lenine despotism 
at this time would be to confound the 
situation and .still further postpone 
the time when recognition of govern- 
ment based on a free expression of 
the people may be established,” he add- 
ed. He also characterized the ad- 
mission of the Russian government to 
the conference as indicating “the al- 
liance of reactionary capital and the 
soviets,“ brought about by interna- 
tional financiers and politicians,“ who 
want concessions of Russian saw ma- 
terials. The bolshevik regime. he 
asserted, was “disintegrating faster 
than is generally known.” with a life 
which could be only “prolonged by the 
political, economic and moral support 
of the United States.“

| It is not an easy task for a guard 
to stop the opposing forward from 
scoring once the forward gets posses- 
sion of the ball.

Which raises the question of what 
type of fighter can beat Dempsey. 
Most of the fellows who are scouting 
over the world trying to find an op- 
ponent for the champion go looking 
— rad big, heavy fellow, the bigger the 


They are making the biggest blun- 
der of all. The bigger they are the 
easier they look to empsey, and for 
a peculiar reason. Dempsey is the rip- 
ping, tearing type of fighter. Those 
who handled him when he first came 
into prominence knew his fault, which 
was that all his blows travel upward, 
with the power to tear through de- 
fense to the body. They tried to train 
him to hit straight, to crack down- 
ward with his left, to chop over with 
his right. When he tried it he failed. 
Lis style was set. He learned to use: 
both hands, but he hit upward in spite 
of all their teaching. He could hit in 
almost any manner until he got inter- 
ested in fighting, then he commenced 


ripping. 


This is his style, and it is a pecu- 
liarly effective one; but as it affects 
the chances of the other man, it is in- 
teresting. It is plain that the taller 
and bigger they are the more easily 
this style of attack reaches them. The 
style of man to meet this attack is the 
short, low-fighting fellow. That type 
will trouble Dempsey terribly. I was 
talking over the thing with Fred Win- 
sor. who handled Dempsey during his 
early career and who did a great deal 
toward getting him started, and Win- 
sor declared that the theory is exactly 
right. 

“More than that,” he said, “if you 
study Jack’s record you will find that 
he has had more trouble with the little 
fellows than he ever had with the big 
ones, The smaller boxers who fight 
from a crouch worry him all the time.“ 

There you are. I? you have some- 
thing of that type there’s a chance, at 
least.

Louis Browns in June, 1918, sueceed-

Austin’s shoulders and appoiut Jim- 
my Burke. 

When the official bulletin announc-

Austin’s loyalty to his owner is not 
surpassed in the major ranks.

Small Station Pay. 

The railroads charged in present- 
ing their cases that they were com- 
pelled to pay station employees in 
small way stations full time every 
day, although they spent most of their 
time in other eccupations and were 
only on duty at the infrequent inter- 
vals when trains stopped. The ma- 
jority report confirms this contention 
and hereafter such employees will be 
paid only when on duty. As a re- 
sult of the national agreement, many 
small stations were closed entirely 
and service greatly hindered. 

“We dissent from the decision of the 0 
majority of the members of the board, “4 
declared the minority opinion of the 
railroad member, with respect to 
Rule 57, which provides punitive pay- 
ment for service rendered beyond the 
ninth hour. for the following reasons: 

Minority Argument. 

“Prior to federal control of rail- 
roads, clerical forces generaily were 
paid on a monthly-rate basis, which 
covered all service rendered. Other 
classes of employees covered by the 
clerk’s agreement, including freight- 
house laborers and other station em- 
ployees, generally worked ten hours 
per day and were paid at pro rata 
rates for all time worked. Ordinarily 
the same hours of service per day ar 
now required to meet business needs 
throughout the country’ along the lines 
of the carriers. . 

“The above statement must be con- 
sidered in connection with the follow- 
ing,” answers Ben W. Hooper, and 
other majority members to the deci-

Over Saturday conferences produced 
no development in the naval negotia- 
tions, but all the delegations held to 
their predictions that the Pacific for- 
tifications settlement, the only point 
remaining at issue, would be worked 
out without serious trouble. It 
seemed to be the prevailing opinion 
tonight that a plenary session of the 
conference would be held during the 
week to present the naval treaty in 
its final form. 

In view of unexpected delays that 
have developed in the past most o 
the delegates are chary of making 
further prophecies of an adjournment 
date for the conference. No one 
seems to believe it likely, however, 
that the negotiations will run past the 
fifst days of February and in some 
quarters it is expected that the final 
session will take place not later than 
two weeks hence, 

Siberian Situation. 

In its discussions of Siberia, it was 
pointed out, the conference will be in 
a somewhat different position than 
when it considered China, the Chinese 
government being represented here and 
Russia being absent. In this situa- 
tion the policy of Siberian territorial 
integrity is said to be regarded as in 
the hands of the powers, particularly 
since they agreed during the world 
war to installation of foreign troops on 
Siberian soil, 

It is recalled in that connection that 
on Semptember 19, in reply to an in- 
formal inguiry from the unrecognized 
Far Eastern republic at Chita, the 
state department instructed the Amer- 
ican minister at Pekin to tell the Chita 
authorities that protection of legit- 
jmate Russian interests must nécessari* 
ly devolye “as a moral trusteeship“ 
upon all the governments represented 
in the conference. It was added 
that the American government ex-

American officials have indicated 
their sense of responsibility in that 
regard repeatedly, particularly in view 
of the fact that the occupation of Si- 
beria by foreign troops was a result 
of a proposal by the American gov- 
ernment which dispatched an expedi- 
tionary force at the same time as the 
Japanese. The. announced object was 
to permit the proper evacuation of the 
Czecho-Slovak troops whieh were try- 
ing to leave the country. When the 
American forces were withdrawn, the 
Japanese, although the withdrew 
from inner Siberia, remained in the 
maritime provinces and a part of the 
Amur district as well as the north- 
ern half of the island of Saghalien. 
The southern half of this island was 
ceded by Russia to Japan by the 
treaty of Portsmouth, following the 
Russo-Japanese war. Japan regards 
the occupation of Saghalien province 
which takes in a part of the Russian 
mainland as a question apart from 
the occupation of ‘the general mari- 
time zone. She has declared up to 
now that Saghalien must be held un- 
til Japan obtains some proper com- 
pensation from a repreesntative of the 
Russian government because of the 
massacre of Japanese citnens at the 
city of Nikolaievsk. For the past

A total of $2,085,645 in rents were 
collected by the Adair’s rental de- 
partment during 1921 and the insur- 
ance department of the firm did a 
business amounting to $211,037. Its 
chain-store leasing department in the 
Atlanta offices made 26 leases in

2 
was the basis of retail advertising cc of 
ing the major part of the 97-20 pe- 
riod. Buyers and merchandise man- 
agers largely influenced the conduct 
of a store and its advertising policy, 
Being merchandise men rather than 
advertisers, they reasoned something |‘ 
like this:. “70 per cent to 90.per cent 
of everything sold in retail stores is 
bought by women; women are bargain A 
hunters; therefore advertising to move 
goods must bring all possible pressuré 
to bear on the cut price and bargain 
factors.” This line of reasoning re- 
sulted in the most sensational sort of 
publicity, becoming progressively 
worse because it was constantly nep- 
essary to do something more violent 
in order to get attention. But adver- 
tising on this hip, hip, hurrah, P. T. 
Barnum order is beginning to wane. 
Its puwer is gone. Indeed it gets 
“back action” more often than not. 


A Marked Change in the Bast Ten 
Years. * 

Only during the last ten years— 
even less than that—has there ‘been 
anything like a movement in the di- 
rection of more constructive adver- 
tising. The higher grade stores have 
cast aside the antiquated street-fendor 
policy and the “grand and glorious” 
circus type of advertising. In its 
place has come advertising that puts 
the personality of the store into print; 
whose tastefulness and technique 
serves to parallel the quality of a 
store’s merchandise. These stores 
have begun to realize that their ad- 
vertising is the medium which ex; 
presses their very character, and has 
a decidedly important part in build-;:

“lookers,” more customers with im- 
plicit faith and less doubting .Thom- 
ases, inevitably resulting in a grad- 
ually*lowered cost for handling the 
business all along the line. 


New Era a Constructivé One 


This new era is going to be one of 
constructive merchandising. Every 
store must realize that its success de- 
pends upon its conscientious efforts 
to intelligently and efficiently serve 
its community, and educate its public 
to an appreeiation of its merchandise, 
and steadily build up more desires for 
the goods themselves. Everyone 
knows that this cannot be done by 
flag waving tactics; yet a very great 
many are still trying to do it that 
way. 

These are 1 important subjects 
right: now. Further suggestions will 
be offered and other important retail- | 
ing problems discussed in succeeding 
bulletins. Now is the time for store 
executives to give constructive thought 
and study to the new problems fa 
them which will be emphasized in 
these bulletins every month. 


Start Your Séason Early. 


Anything like the ‘maximum turn. 
over and the minimum loss through 
markdowns, is impossible unless the 
season is started early. In every 
community there is a certain per- 
centage of people who will buy their 
spring apparel and merchandise in 
February and even January: and their 
fall apparel and merchandise in the 
late summer months. A store's cam-

To hold back the season’s advertising 
not only means to lose the business 
which is. possible weeks in advance 
of the regular season, but it makes it 
impossible for the buyers of the store 
to correctly gauge public wants and 
desires for the héart of the season's 
trade. But even more important is 
the fact that it is impossible to make 
people want the new things all at 
once.s A season’s advertising if start- 
ed weeks ahead of the actual selling 
season, will giye you advertising and 
merchandising campaigns a powerful 
momentum. It is very easy for & 
woman to dismiss the idea of buying 
an article when she has not been 
made to want it until toward the. close 
of the season, but if her desires for 
it are aroused early im the season, 
she will find some way to get it be- 
fore the period is. over. ; 


Much To Be Done in February. | 
To properly equip itself for the 
present period a store must take some 
very aggressive measures during Feb- 
ruary. There is, of course, the neces- 
sity of featuring new spring merchan- 
dise which should be done early in the 
month. It is vital that the personnel 
of the store be closely serutinized and 
a thorough overhauling made if it 
has mot already been done. The 
nucleus—the foundation of a more ef- 


ng | ficient selling organization should be 


built right now even if you find it 
necessary to start over with many 
néw people in order to get rid of. those 
who still cling to past ideas. Where 
a store is still carrying winter stocks 
of merchandise which are naturally 
depreciating in value. quick intcnsive 
efforts must be made to clean them 
aut without delay. This is especially 
important this year. Xe, 
Merchants and buyers in the smaller 
cities should plan on far more fre- 
quent trips to markets from now on. 
The custom pursued in the past four 
or five years will not permit the most 
efficient retailing in these times. You 
cannot meet the competition of the 
mail-order houses or big city stores 
without frequent trips to market. 
There should be & constant first hand 
contact with the merchandise situa- 
tion. Inspiration that comes from a 
close touch with big city markets and 
big city retailing is necessary and 
vitalizing. 
More Rapid Turnover the Keynote of 
the New Era. 
During the years immediately. pre- 
ceeding the war, great attention was 
given to the importance of turnover. 
Unfortunately the war brought con- 
ditions which reversed matters tem- 
porarily. Retailers became specula- 
tors instead of merchants, and now 
turnover must be mastered again. As 
every merchant knows his cost of do- 
ing business is automatically reduced 


men’s furnishings department offers 
the more diréct and easier way to Win 
new customers for the store, for every 
one is much more willing to try a 
store for the first time on a small 
item than a large one. Buying at a 
certain store is largely a matter of 
habit and if men get into he habit 
of coming to a store for their fur- 
nishings, it will not mean a change 
of habit to come to the store for cheir 
suits and overcoats. An exclusive 
campaign on furnishings run stcadily 
throughout the year should be a part 
of every store’s program. 

Clothing. 


The 1922 clothes buyer is ungues- 
tionably going to be looking for value, 
and many high-grade clothing stores 
may ‘temporarily feel that inreads are 
being made into their business by 
stores that feature prices and bar- 
gains (7) above everything else. In 
some instances they may even be 
temptéd to put in merchandise of 
lewer quality than their usual stand- 
ards. We believe that the efforts to 
build up a stronger appreciation for 
the economy of quality should be con- 
tinued, and that quality should not 
be lowered merely to meet éompetition. 
Every elothing store could very prop- 
erly take a leaf out of the depart- 
ment store’s book and inject more di- 
rect salesmanship into its advertising. 


Furniture. 
Furniture advertising has suffered 


from the same weakness that has been 
evident in a good share of departuient 
store advertising. It has been built 
too much around the bargain (7) idea, 
and in many instances has turned the 
newspaper pages into a catalogue. The 
furniture advertising of the future 
in fact, the entire furniture business, 
we believe, will be based on selling 
the idea of better homes. Of cours, 
February is a sale month, and this 
phase of February merchandising must 
not be overlooked. But successful 
furniture retailing means, selling the 
idea of better homes, and intelligently 
and specifically pdinting out both the 
little as well as the more important 
furniture needs which will help peo- 
ple make their homes more attrac- 
tive. Only after a person has been 
made to want a thing does he become 
at. all interested in the price he cap

Every high-grade millinery store 
will use extra care to have g pop- 
ular priced merchandise on display 
and will push it vigorously, especial- 
ly in the off season periods.
